TOO MANY RICH 
WIDOWS, SPEAKER 
TELLS BANKERS 


Is Sign Husbands Gave Lives 
for Wealth.

PREACHES FARM BENEFITS 


Urges Missouri Delegates to Ad- 
vocate Rural Life as Relief 
From Financial Worries. 


Too many rich widows in the large 
cities are one of the unfavorable signs 
of the times, according to an opinion 
expressed by J. C. Swift of Kansas City, 
in an address at the opening session of 
Missouri Bankers’ Association’s twen- 
ty-fourth annual convention at the 
Olympic Theater, Monday. 

About 500 delegates listened wit]. great 
interest to Swift’s remarks. The title 
of his paper was ‘Livestock and Live 
People.” 

Explaining his reference to rich wid- 
ows, Swift said that the large num- 
ber of these widows showed that in 
many cases men give up their lives in 
the struggle for fortune in large cities 
when they might have remained in the 
ccuntry and obtained a competence 
which they would have lived to enjoy. 

Should Preach Country Life. 

“The price of success is too often paid 
at the grave and it isn’t worth the 
cost,”” he said. ‘‘We bankers should 
Preach the doctrine of contentment in 
the country as opposed to a scramble 
for wealth in the city. One trouble 
with present conditions is that the 
city has too many idle men and the 
country has too many idle acres. _ 

“Young men who might stay in the 
country and make good farmers go to 
the city and make poor motormen.” 

Swift urged the bankers to take the 
lead in promoting contentment in the 
country. Preachers and teachers, he 
said, have not caught the spirit of so- 
cial service, and work along many eco- 
nomical lines could be better done by 
the bankers, who know real conditions 
and are in touch with the community’s 
financial needs. 

“‘Missouri is long on songs, but short 
on singers,’’ he said. “She doesn’t need 
soloists, but she does need a grand 
chorus to sing of the opportunities 
which she offers those who would find 
real contentment.”’ 

The bankers began their op 
with J. B. Jennings of Moberly, presi- 
dent of the Missouri Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, presiding. 

The program included an address of 
welcome by Festus J. Wade, president 
of the Mercantile Trust Co., and presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Clearing House 
Associatior and response by W. C. 
Gordon, treasurer of the Bankers’ As- 
sociation. 

Wade Speaks of the Pageant. 
Wade, in his welcoming address, con- 
gratulated the bankers on the fact that 
two of the Federal Reserve banks had 
been put in Missouri. He asked that 
as many delegates as possible. prolong 
their stay so as to witness the St: 
Louis Pageant and Masque next week. 
In responding, Gordon told of the in- 
timate relations between the St. Louis 
banks and those in other parts of the 
State, and said that when members of 
the association came to St. Louis for a 
convention they always felt as though 
they were coming home. 

Gordon is treaeurer of the associa- 
tion. His annual report, read at the 
meeting, showed a balance of $30,585.11 
in the treasury. In the last year, he 
said, the association paid Out $2500 in 
rewards for the capture’ of bank rob- 
bers. 

Outlines Bankers‘ Faults. 

W. T. Abbott of Chicago, in an aad- 
dress on “The Bankers’ Follies of 1913,”’ 
said their principal folly had been their 
inability to say no. A minor folly had 
been their opposition to the reserve 
bank act as bankers instead of as citix 
zens. Another had been their failure 
tc remove the mystery that too long 
has hovered about banking. He urged 
that bankers take the public into their 
confidence, and try to get the public to 
see them as they knew they were. Ir 
was because of the mystery with which 
the business had been Surrounded, he 
suid, that the many had to suffer for 
the sins of the few. 

Breckinridge Jones, speaking for 
Bankers’ Club of St. Louis, proposed a 
resolution providing for the appoint- 
ment of a State banking commission of 
seven representatives of State banking 
institutions, to work on a general 
vision of the banking laws. 
tion was adopted. 

All trains from Missouri 
brought bankers to St. Louis early in 
the morning. At 10 o'clock, officials 
of the association estimated there would 
be 1500 delegates in attendance before 
the first day ended. 

Delegates went from Union Station to 
the Planters Hotel, where they regis- 
tered and received their credentials 
Bach was given a badge on which v-23 
printed his name and address. This 
method was taken to obviate the neces- 
sity of formal introductions. The 
badges were cut to represent the geo- 
graphical lines of Missouri. 

Among the routine affairs, of the 
morning were the annual address of the 
president, the report of Secretary W. 
F. Keyser of Sedalia; the report of 
Treasurer Gordon of Marshall, the ap- 
pointment of a Committee on Resolu-

IN BOAT WITHOUT FOOD

Survivors of Steamer Columbian Fire, Adrift 13 
| Days, Found by Cutter Chewing Boot Lea- 
ther, and Are Tak-n to Halifax. 


HALIFAX, N. S., May 18.—The United’ 
Stated revenue cutter Seneca arrived} 
here today with the four survivors of 
the burned steamer Columbian whom she; 
picked up from their smal! ‘boat 407 
niiles south of Sable Island at 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning after they had been 
adrift since May 4, subsisting part of the 
time by chewing boot leather. 

The condition of the men is serious, 


but it is believed they will live. - The 
survivors are in the last degree of ex- 
haustion, their experiences having 
driven them to the limit of human en- 
durance. 

A wireless message from Capt. John- 
ston of the Seneca told concisely of the 
rescue. Little could be learned. today 
from. the exhausted sailors of their ex- 
perience beyond the fact that they had 
been tossed by the seas since May 4, 
when fire on the Columbian drove them 
into their small boat. There were lo 
men in the craft when they left the Co- 
lumbian. Eleven companions died of 
hunger and exposure, and the four 
emaciated men taken aboard the rev- 
enue cutter were almost unconscious. 

Twenty-Six Men Rescued, 

The Columbian belonged to the Ley- 
land Line, and was en route from Ant- 
werp to New York with a miscellaneous 
eargo when the fire started at mid- 
night, May 3. The crew had time only 
to launch their three boats. One of 
these containing 13 men, and the body 
of the chief steward was picked up by 
the Franconia of the Cunard line, May 
5 Late the same day another boat car- 
rying 13 men was sighted by the steam- 
er Manhattan, and her crew rescued, 

Hope for the third boat had been 
abandoned when the message from tiie 
Seneca was received. The revenue cut- 
ter was on her way to Halifax for fuel 
and stores when a man on the bridge 
made out a lifeboat, apparently empty. 
Capt. Johnston went to the craft, and 
found it contained four men nearly 
dead. 

‘The men in the lifeboat had left their 
ship so hurriedly that there was no op- 
pcrtunity to supplement the lifeboat's 
usual store of Water and biscuit. A 
single cask of water stowed in the stern 
soon was exhausted, but rain fell, and 
the men suffered less from thirst than 
from hunger. One hundred pounds of 
tardtack furnished their only food. This 
was used up the first week. 

Day after day the men made desper- 
ate efforts to attract the attention of 
passing shipping. On the first tw» 
days three steamers were sighted, an] 
for nearly a week the boat. remained di- 
rectly in the path of transatlantic tratf- 
fic, but no vessel saw them. 

Drifted 120 Miles te the North, 

At the end of the first week they 
had drifted about 120 miles to the north 
away from the winter track of the lin- 
ers. The immediate vicinity of Sabi« 
Island is carefully avoided by merchant 
ships, and apart from the ice, patrol 
ships there is virtually no craft where 
they were picked up. 

With hope of rescue fast vanishing, 
the men lost courage. One week from 
the day they left the ship, the fast of 
the bread crumbs were eaten. On that 
day one of the 15 men died. Some of tive 
men drank salt water, and one of them 
became insane, and died soon afterward

Fiating Leather leven Days. 

‘“‘Day after day passed and the 
posure began to tell on the men. We 
had preserved some cracker crumbs; the 
last of these were served out a wees 
ago yesterday morning. For several 
days we had been eating leather. The 
dead were lowered to the sea.”’ 

Teire’s feet were so badly frozen tha: 
it may be necessary to amputate them 
The survivors were taken to the Vic- 
toria General Hospital. 

The dispatch from Capt. Johnson of 
the Seneca, received last night, follows: 

“Ten a. m., 40 miles south Sable Is- 
land. Rescued lifeboat with officer Rob- 
ert Teire, sailors Oscar Kendalm, Peter 
Belanger, Fireman Michael Ludwigsen 
survivors of 15. Oiler George Huld died 
tenth. Peter Triel today. Others be- 
tween. All died from exposure and hun- 
ger.

O’Meara’s Requisition for Moy- 
ing of Militia Not Honored; 
Suit to Result. 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 18.—At- 
torney-General Barker this morning 
said he would prepare information 
today for the arrest of E. P. Robin- 
son, ticket agent in Jefferson City 
for the M., K. & T. Railroad, because 
the agent refused to honor a requi- 
sition for the transportation of a 
body of militiamen at the rate of 1 
cent a mile from Jefferson City to 

Nevada, Mo. 

The requisition was issued by Ad- 
jutant-General John B. O'Meara, un- 
der a Missouri stathte which provides 
that bodies of militiamen must be 
carried by the railroads at the above 
rate.

Care was taken, however, not to 
alarm the inhabitants of this city, 
and the only noticeable effect of the 
orders given was the absence of sol- 
diers and sailors from the streets ex- 
cept in the case of those on duty. 

The routine of the garrison was not 
interrupted today. The infantrymen 
turned out for drill in the early 
morning hours to avoid the heat after 
sunrise. The artillery and cavalry 
also took advantage of the cool pe- 
riod of the morning to exercise their 
horses and mules and keep them in 
condition. 

Under the general precautionary plans 
drawn up by the headquarters staff, the 
marines and bluejackets on board the 
American fleet are held in readiness to 
come ashore at an hour’s notice, in case 
the garrison slfould be attacked. This 
augments Brigadier-General Funston’s 
available force by many thousands 
officers and men and for this reason 
American officers doubt that the Mex!- 
cans will make a serious assault on ths 
American lines under any circumstances. 

Humor That Huerta Led Troops. 

The possibility that Provisional Prési- 
dent Huerta might prefer to bring on 
fighting with the American troops and 
make a short and desperate struggle to 
save his honor in this way, rather than 
await destruction by the Constitution- 
alist armies, was discussed freely here. 
This was thought to be responsible for 
an untraceable rumor that Gen. Huerta 
himself was commanding the Mexican 
forces in front of Vera Cruz, 

Estimates of the Mexican forces vary 
widely, but information reaching the 
American staff here indicates that the 
Mexican army in the neighborhood of 
Vera Cruz is inconsiderable.

COMPANY ON TRIAL 


Pennsylvania Virtually Gave Lu- 
maghi Co. $5200 Yearly Re- 
bate, Government Alleges, 


— 


A rebating case, in which the govern- 
ment alleges the Pennsylvania Railroad 
financed a $260,000 coal land deal for the 
Lumaghi Coal Co., of St. Louis, went to 
trial before Judge Wright in the Fed- 
eral Court in East St. Louis Monday. 
There are three counts in the indict- 
ment, each of which is punishable by 
a fine of from $1000 to $20,000. 

August Gutheim, special prosecutor for 
the government, in -outlining the 
government's case, disclosed an intricate 
financial arrangement by which he al- 
leges the Pennsylvania Railroad dealt 
indirectly with the Lumaghi Coal Co. 
The coal‘company, in return, is alleged 
to have contracted te ship all of its 
coal over the Vandalia Railway, a Penn- 
sylvania subsidiary. 

Land Located in filinots. 
The transaction involved the pur- 
chase of 7500 acres of coal lands in 
St. Clair and Madison counties in H-f 
linois. The Government alleges the 
transaction was financed as follows: 
The Vandalia Railway lent $20,000 to 
the Granite Improvement Co., a cor- 
poration also owned by the Pennsylva- 
nia Railway. With this $20,000 the Gran- 
ite Improvement Co. bought stock in 
the Vandalia Mineral Co. In April, 
1905, the Vandalia Mineral Co. borrowed 
$240,000 from the MerchantseLaclede Na- 
tional Bank of St. Louis at 4 per cent 
interest, giving 12 notes, each of $20,000. 
Qne note was payable every year and 
all were indorsed by the Vandalia 
Railway. 
The Vandalia Mineral Co. then sold 
the 7500 acres of coal land to the Lu- 
maghi Coal Co., taking 18 notes for $20,- 
000 each at 2 per cent interest. The Gov- 
ernment charges the difference between 
the 2 per cent interest charged to the 
Lumaghi company by the railroad, and 
the 4 per cent interest the railroad was 
paying the Merchants-Laclede National 
Bank on the same sum constituted the 
rebate. Two per cent interest on $260,- 
000 is $5200 a year. i 

Claim Deal Is Misunderstood. 

In consideration of a 2 per cent in- 
terest rate, the Vandalia Mineral Co. 
reserved the right to take back the coal 
lands if the Lumaghi company did not 
ship all its coal over Vandalia lines, the 
Government contended. 

Attorneys for the railroad declared 
they would attempt to show the Gov- 
ernment misunderstood the _ transac- 
tion. 

Two railroads, the Big Four and the 
Cincinnati, Indiana & Southern, were 
fined $7500 each by Judge Wright last 
week for rebating.

VERA CRUZ, May 17 (Sunday).—Na- 
tional sports, as indulged in by Mexi- 
cans and Yankees, were tried out today, 
and the national sports of the Mexicans 
lost the decision. The sports began 
early with a much-advertised cock fight, 
the main taking place in the cock pit of 
Senor Melendez. 

I am proud to record that, with the ex- 
ception of an army Lieutenant led 
astray into accompanying me, I was the 
only American who disgraced himself 
by attending. And I did not stop long. 
After watching one rooster chase anoth- 
er around the narrow circle of the pit, 
while 300 Mexican true sports yelled, 
swore and bet, and finally seeing one 
of the roosters peck the other to death, 
our desire for blood was satisfied and 
we left. 

Without giving details, the cock fight 
ean best be described in the words of 
the midshipman who was sent by his 
Admiral to make a report on the morals 
and customs of the Fiji Islanders. 

“Morals, none,” he wrote, “and cus- 
toms horrid.”’ It wag like that. 

Ball Game Attractive, Ever. 

From the cock pit we went to the ball 
game, where the Fourth Infantry met 
the Engineers and took them into camp 
by a score of 6 to 4. We need not de- 
scribe baseball. --Mexico cannot wither 
its infinite variety. The tropics cannot 
put their spell upon its thrills, its punch- 
er, its years of suspense, its moments of 
action nor the shock that, when Cor- 
poral Tauner lined out a home run, 
flashed down our spines. 

But with all its beloved and time-hon- 
ored observances, such as bawling out 
the umpire and rising in the lucky sev- 
enth to stretch, the game possessed 
novel features. One was the sight, from 
the bleachers, of 16 warships and anoth- 
er the fact that a portion of the specta- 
tors wore bathing suits. These were 
bluejackets, who came from the bath- 
ing beach 200 yards away, on Mexican 
ponies. Clinging to the pommel of their 
saddles, they galloped from the surf to 
the local ‘‘Coogan's Bluff.” (This is the 
bluff overlooking the New York Giants’ 
grounds), or Dead Head Billy, and from 
that point of vantage, dripping with 
heat, stripped to the waist, their bare 
toes stuck in their stirrups, they made 
a picture of healthy, clean-limbed mas- 
culinity that would have delighted Au- 
gustus St. Gaudens and William Mul- 
doon. 

Leaving them racing like comboys ove® 
the downs and «ver the surf-like por- 
poises and fighting the waves, we went 
to the bull ring. Why ts it that when- 
ever you leave a ball game something 
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of intense interest happens? As we rode 
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away, we could hear the astonished, 
deep-throated wbar as* someone lashed 
out a three-bagger, the shouts of ad- 
vice and entreaty and the yells of tri- 
umph and welcome as someone crossed 
the plate. 

Bull Ring Lacks Attraction. 

At the bull ring also they were shout- 
ing and yelling advice and hurling 
curses. These curses were directed a‘ 
a trembling, terrified animal. From loss 
of blood and from weariness, the bull 
staggered and stumbled, his great head 
swinging,.his eyes glazed; his only in- 
stinct was to avoid his tormentors. In 
panic, seeking to escape, he half pressed, 
half leaned against the barrier.

Hryan on the Free Synagogue’s prograin 
in celebration of peace yesterday, ex- 
pressed pessimistic views on the Mexi- 
can situation, praising the administra- 
tion for aceepting the mediation propo- 
gals, and criticising it for having given 
aesistance to the Constitutionalists. 

The former President expressed little 
hope that the pending mediation confer- 
ence will accomplish its immediate pur- 
pose, but declared it to be an important 
step toward the future settlement of in. 
ternational difficulties in the Western 
Hemisphere. 

He asserted there was no popular pres- 
sure for a military policy which the 
administration could not resist, the peo- 
ple, having at present, little enthusiasm 
for war. 

In criticising the Wilson administra- 
tion, the former President said: 

“It is my judgment that if, in our 
course toward Mexico during the last 
year, we had not exerted such direct in- 
fluence as we have, to aid one of the 
contending parties, we should not now 
be so near general intervention and 
war.” 

Urges Support for President. 

In conclusion, he called upon 
Americans to aid the President in 
efforts to find peace. 

Taft’s speech. follows, in part: 

“With our dreadnoughts and our other 
battleships assembled at Tampico, Vera 
Cruz and Mazatlan, with 5000 or more 
of our regular army in possession of a 
Mexican city and with the rest of our 
available force assembling at conven- 
ient strategic points for possible fur- 
ther invasion of Mexican territory, it 
may occur to some that it is not ap- 
propriate to have a peace Sunday or to 
hold @ peace meeting. . For those of 
us, however, who hope that we may 
not be involved in further warlike ac- 
tivity or in actual war there could be 
no time more fitting for an expres- 
sion of that hope. 

“IT yield to no man im my earnest de- 
sire for peace and in my detestation of 
war; but an advocacy ‘of peace that ig- 
nores conditions and takes no note of 
what is practical, is futile and ineffec- 
tive. Threatened war between stable 
nations is much easier to deal with than 
such a econdition as confronts us in 
Mexico. 

The Disease of Revolution. 

“What we have in Mexico to con- 
tend with, however, is the disease of 
revolution. Eighty per cent of the peo- 
ple are ignorant and illiterate. They 
have suffered wrong and are struggling 
blindly with purpose more or less ill- 
defined. A three years’ war has laid 
waste the country, destroyed its in- 
dustry and exposed all foreigners resi- 
dent in the country-to lawless violence 
and aH their investments there to de- 
struction. It has in fact become an in- 
ternational nuisance. | 

“In such a case a neighboring nation 
may properly intervene and help the 
forces of law and order to end such an- 
archy just because it wishes to live in 
a quiet neighborhood and not from a 
spirit of conquest and greed of terri- 
tory.”’ . 

The former President reiterated 
former statements that it would take 
an army cf 400,000 men, at $1,000,000 
a day, at least three years to pacify 
Mexico, and continued: 

‘‘The wisest course for us to pursue, 
if the duty is before us of suppressing 
anarchy in Mexico, would be to block- 
ade all the Mexican ports because the 
military weakness of the country is not 
in lack of hardy men, but in lack of 
military supplies, and in lack of food 
provision. Then when ready for action 
we could do the work at the least cost 
of life and time and money. 

“But the public might grow impa- 
tient with this counsel of prudence. We 
would probably have to act quickly and 
possibly meet some painful mishaps. The 
suppression of guerilla bands would be 
drawn out. It would wear the patience 
of the nation. Disease would thin our 
ranks more than bullets. 

Would Face Land-Grabbing Charge. 

‘Then, after having lost thousands of 
lives, and expended a treasure double 
that which it has cost us to give the 
world the Panama Canal, we would 
have on our hands a hostile Mexican 
people without any gratitude for our 
sacrifices. 

“Having entered upon the war from a 
sense of duty, and retaining control to 
make our work effective, we would be 
charged with being land-grabbers. In- 
deed, after the burden of cost many 
of our people would be anxious to annex 
part or all of the tranquilized territory 
as compensation, and in the interest of 
beth people. 

‘‘Let us pray, then, that our Govern- 
ment at Washington may escape this 
tremendous task. Let us hope that 
Carranza, if succeeding to control in 
Mexico with our aid and influence, will 
bring about a condition of affairs, re- 
sponsibility for. which will not entail 
upon us burdensome consequences. 
‘We should take much satisfaction in 
some phases of the situation, doubtful 
as others may be. The first is that the 
prospect of war does not awaken gen- 
eral popular enthusiasm. 

‘The other is the offer of mediation 
by the three great nations of South | 
America and our prompt acceptance. 
With the refusal of one of the war- 
ring Mexican parties to accept media- 
tion and with the probable defeat of 
the other, it may be that the actual 
result of the mediation may not be 
what is hoped for it.

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AN EMPLOYE, WHO'S 
LIABLE FOR DEATH? 


Witnesses Debate Question Be- 
|, fore Commission Here to 
Frame Compensation Law. 


St. Louisans, appearing Monday at & 
public hearing held at the Planters Ho- 
tel by the State Senate commission 
drafting a workingmen’s compensation 
law for Missouri, gave their ideas about 
how the law should be limited. 

There was a dispute between Rober* 
lL. Dutton, representing an insufance 
company, and George Safford, an attor- 
ney representing the Missouri Federa- 
tion of Labor, as to lability of the em- 
ployer when an employe was struck by 
lightning. 

If a man standing on a bridge is 
killed by lightning, Dutton said, he 
did not’ think the employer should 
be held liable. Safford asked if the 
employer should be held liable if 
lightning strikes a telegraph wire 
and kills a telegraph operator work- 
ing at the key. Dutton replied affirm- 
atively, and was asked how he recon- 
ciled this statement with that about 
the employe killed upon the bridge. 

Putton Explains the Difference. 

“The man standing on the bridge was 
killed by an act of God, and might as 
easily have been killed by a cyclone or 
in an insurrection,’’ Dutton replied. ‘‘In 
the other instance, lightning might have 
hit the wire 10 miles away from where 
the operator was killed at his key. The 
operator was killed while at his occupa- 
tion.”’ This, Dutton said, was only in- 
directly an act of the elements. 

Dutton suggested the compensation 
law should be limited to accidents 
arising out of business which the em- 
ployer created, and not out of acci- 
dents caused by the elements. By 60 
limiting the bill, he said the State will 
lessen insurance rates. 

Senator Allroy S.. Phillips of St. 
Louis asked Dutton if occupational 
diseases should be included in the law. 
Dutton said insurance rates would be 
higher if they were and that ulti- 
mately the employer would find him- 
self paying for 70 per: cent of the 
deaths in each occupation. 


Then, What Is an Accident? 
Dutton said the commission should 


determine whether to limit the bill to 
accidents to a person or to accidental 
accidents to a person. A man might 
have injured himself previously, he 
argued, and cause a return of that in- 
jury by straining himself by heavy lift- 
ing. In this event, Dutton did not think 
an employer liable. 

Senator Benjamin L. White presided 
at the hearing. Senator Robert McClir- 
tic and Senator Phillips were presert 
and Senators W. G. Busby and Walter 
C. Goodson were absent. 

A number of insurance men, employers 
and others interested in the proposed 
law, attended the sessions, which wi'l 
be held at various cities in the State. 
Hearings by the commission already 
have been held in several states whers 
the workingmen’s compensation law is 
in effect. The commission will draft a 
bill to be submitted at the next session 
of the Legislature. 


FEDERAL RESERVE BANK 
OF ST. LOUIS ORGANIZED 


Six Directors to Be Selected by 
the Member Banks and Three 
by Government. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis 
was organized Monday by a committee 
representing five banks, selected by the 
Organization Committee of the Federal 
Reserve Board to sign the organization 

certificate. 

The members of the committee met 1n 

the rooms of the Clearing House Asso- 
ciation in the Third National Bank 
Building and executed the organization 
certificate. After signing the certift- 
cate, the committee sent a telegram to 
the Federal Reserve Board in Washint- 
ton, congratulating jit upon the launch- 
ing of the new financial system and 
pledging their support. 
The next step in the organization of 
the bank in St. Louis will be the se- 
lection of six directors by the member 
banks and the appointment of three 
other directors by the Government. One 
of the three directors appointed by the 
Government will be manager of the 
bank. 

The committee signed as the repre- 
sentatives of all of the member banks 
in the St. Louis Federal reserve district. 
The certificate will be forwarded to 
Washington, and upon its receipt the 
secretary of the Organization Cam- 
mittee will take steps to arrange for 
the election of the directors. 

The bankers who signed the certifi- 
cate of organization were: J. D. Gold- 
man, president, and W.. A. Hicks, cash- 
ier, of the German National Bank, Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark.; M. F. Dunlap, president, 
and O. F. Buffee, cashier, of the Avres 
National Bank, Jacksonville, Ill.; Karl 
S. Gwyn, president, and George A. New- 
house Jr., cashier, of the Second Ne- 
tional Bank of New Albany, Ind.: Os- 
car Fenley, president, and Henry D. 
Ormsby, cashier, of the National Bank 
of Kentucky, Louisville; J. A. Orms- 
burg, president, and C. Q. Harris, cash- 
ier, of the First National Bank of Mem- 
phis.

SUIT IN COURT 10. 
YEARS 1S DECIDED: 
WILL BE APPEALED 


Rothwells Get Verdict Against 
Railway, but Will Demand 
Larger Judgment. 


The celebrated lawsuit of James F. 
and Richard Rothwell against the St. 
Louis Belt & Terminal Railway for 
$117,256.16, which has been pending 
in the courts of St. Louis County 10 
years at a cost of more than $25,000, 
was decided Monday by Judge Wurde- 
man. A verdict of $23,009.57, with 10 
years’ interest; bringing the total to 
$36,784.63, was given in favor of the 
Rothwells. 

The suit was on a contract for the 
construction of what was known as the 
outer belt line, extending from Hall's 
Ferry road on the north to the Frisco 
lines in Maplewood, a distance of 16.32 
miles. 


Road Never Was Complcted. 
The railroad never was completed, al- 


though more than $2,000,000 was spent in 
iis construction. The Rothwell brothers 
were bankrupted by the Itigation, and 
removed to California to try to rehabili- 
tute their fortunes. One of the principal 
witnesses in the case, B. E. Johnson, 
ai: engineer for the railroad company, 
and two lawyers, Judge J. E. McKeigh- 
an and Lee Mudd, have died since the 
suit was filed. 

Even the decision of Judge Wurdeman 
will not settle the case, as Attorney 
Randolph Laughlin, for the Rothwell 
brothers, said he would appeal to the 
Supreme Court because the judgment 
was too small. 

The railroad company refused to pay 
the claim of the Rothwell brothers on 
the ground that the work was not 
completed within the time specified in 
the contract. The Rothwells asserted 
the railroad company was responsible 
for the delay, because it failed to pro- 
vide proper construction materials, and 
that its plans were so bungled that 
the bridges were built too high or too 
low, and unnecessary cuts and frills 
had to be made. 

The original suit was filed May 26, 1904, 
but it took the lawyers 18 months to 
complete their pleadings. John W. Booth 
of Washington County was appointed 
referee by the Court to hear the testi- 
mony, and decide the Case. That was 
Jan. 5, 1906. Four months were spent 
taking the testimony. 

New Referee Appointed. 

Both had the case under advisement 
for three years, and found the problem 
toc knotty to solve. He was removed 
as referee Nov. 1, 1910, after having re- 
ceived from $5000 to $7000 for his serv- 
ices, and Henry Higginbotham of Kirk- 
wcod was appointed to succeed him. 
Higginbotham made his report to Judge 
Wurdeman, July 12, 1913, finding in fav- 
or of the Rothwells. Judge Wurdeman 
in his decision Monday. affirmed , the 
findings of Higginbotham, except that 
he made the judgment a lien against the 
St. Louis Belt & Terminal Railway ani 
the Interstate Construction Co., a code- 
fendant. Higginbotham was allowed 
$4005 for his services. 

The St. Louis County Court recently 
issued an order directing the railroad 
company to remove all its wood bridges 
They have decayed, and become danger- 
ovs. Manv of the bridges above the 
railroad tracks were constructed so low 
that the smoxestacks of the locomotives 
were knock-d off, according to Ran- 
4olph Laughlin, attorney for the Roth- 
well brothers.

DOMINICAN REBELS DEFY

MAN DROWNED IN. F223 
CREVE COEUR LAKE, 
ANOTHER RESCUED 


Women and “Children See Skiff 
Capsize When Men Try to 
Exchange Places in Boat. 


Many pleasure seekers at Creve Coeur 
Lake. Sunday afternoon. witnessed “the 
drowning of James Kehoe, 3% years old, 
a contractor, of 4715 Muaffitt avenue, 
and the rescue of James Aubuchon, [9 
years old, a carpenter, ef 4242 Marga- 


retta avenue. 

Kehoe and Aubuchon, who had been 
fishing, attempted to exchange places 
in a skiff when only about 100 feet 
from the United Railweys boat land- 
ing at the north end of the lake, 

Men, women and children who had 
gone to the lake for a day’s outing 
were eating lunch under the_ trecs 
along the shore and many were sit- 
ting at tables near the landing, when 
they saw the boat capsize. 

Children See Struggle. 

There were startled screams from the 
women and children when the two men 
were seen struggling in the water and 
trying to grasp the overturned skiff. 

Thomas Gillespie, 30 years old, a car- 
penter, of 17 Sixteenth street, who 
had been eating lunch with his wife 
and 10-year-old daughter, was the first 
to go to the rescue. He called to a i..an 
named Vogel and asked him to untie a 
skiff. 

Gillespie and Vogel rowed out to the 
struggling men and jumped into the 
water to rescue them. Vogel swam 
toward Kehoe and Gillespie approached 
Aubuchon. 

Kehoe sank just as Vogel was about 
to grasp him and did not again come to 
the surface. Vogel dived several times 
but could not reach Kehoe. 

Aubuchon, physically powerful and 
weighing 180 pounds, fought with Gil- 
lespie, whose weight is only 10 pounds. 
Gillespie found it necessary to deliver 
a knockout blow on Aubuchon’s jaw 
to quiet him and make ié vossible to 
rescue him: He then swam back to the 
skiff with Aubuchon but his rescue ef- 
forts had so exhausted him that he 
wes unable to put Aubuchon into the 
boat, though Vogel and another man 
aicea him. Gillespie then supported 
Aubuchon in the water, at the same 
t:olding on the boat, and thus they were 
towed to shore. 

Aupuchon was rolled over a barrel 
and given artificial respiration treat- 
ment. - More than an hour elapsed be- 
fore he returned to full consciousness 
He was taken to the Missouri Baptist 
Sanitarium, where it was said Monday 
ne would soon be out.

. BOSTON, May 15.—Sensational testi- 
mony is expected in the $100,000 breach 
of promise suit brought by Mrs. Caro- 
line S. Bartlett of Boston, prominent in 
@eciety, against Arthur Graves Lund of 
Back Bay and Washington, D. C. The 
trial of the case will begin tomorrow 
morning in the Suffolk Superior Court. 

Mrs. Bartlett is the former wife of 
L. F. Bartlett, a Western oil magnate. 
She is a direct descendent of Sir Thomas 
Boynton of London. One of her great 
grandfathers was Major-General Sulli- 
van Smith, who served in the Revolu- 
tionary War. She lives on Beacon Hill. 

Lund is a Sergeant in the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery. In May, 1912, he 
married Louise Bankhead Perry, the 
writer, widow of Congressman William 
Hayne Perry of North Carolina, and 
daughter of United States Senator Bank- 
head of Alabama. 

Two months later Mr. and Mrs. Lund 
went with the Ancients to London, and 
Lund, as Sergeant of the Boston com- 
og took an active part in the festiv- 

ities prepared by the London Ancients. 

In the same month, July, 1912, Mrs. 
Bartlett filed her suit for breach of 
promise.

IN REORGANZATION 


Plans of Receivers Are Filed 
With Missouri Public Service 
Commission. 
CONFERENCE THURSDAY 
Officials of Five States Will 


Consider Proposal for Ending 
of Receivership, 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 18.—The re- 
organization plans of the Wabash Rai!- 
road, which were filed with the Public 
Service Commission today, provide for 
a reduction of $10,000,000 in the capita] in- 
vested and an assessment of $20 on each 
share of stock. 

The plans were mailed simultaneously 
to the Public Utilities Commissions of 
Illinois, Michigan, Indiana and Ohio. 
They stipulate that all stock in the old 
company shall be surrendered and the 
properties reincorporated. 

No preferred stock will be issued in 
the new organization, but preferred 
stock in the old company will be ex- 
changed for common stock in the new 
on an equal basis. Common stock in qhe 
old company will be exchanged for com- 
mon stock in the new at 88 per cent of 
par value. 

The report embodies a plan to estab- 
lish a system of block signals and the 
dispatching of trains by telephone, over 
the entire system, the purchase of new 
equipment, improvement of terminals, 
abolishment of grade crossings in St. 
Louis and other cities and the laying 
of more double track. 

The report estimates that $30,380,000 in 
cash will be necessary to carry out the 
plan. This amount is to be @ tained by 
the sale of $14,000,000 general and refung- 
ing mortgage bonds at & and the assess- 
ment of $92,400,000 on old stock, common 
and preferred. 

The funds will be used to pay interest 
on the first refunding and extension 
bonds, to satisfy $14,309,000 of certificates 
issued by the receivers, to discharge old 
equipment obligations and provide $5,- 
500,000 for new equipment and a working 
capital for the new company. All un- 
secured claims will be paid on a basis 
of 50 per cent, 

The report recommends that 20,000 
acres of coal lands neay Taylorville, l1l., 
be purchased at $30 per acre and held as 
a reserve fuel supply. It points out 
that the acquisition of a fuel reserve 
would enable the road to demand better 
terms on annual fuel contracts, and that 
the annual cost of fuel to the roa: 
amounts to 7% per cent of the gross 
revenues.

The St. Louis Pure Milk Commis- 
sion had no money in its treasury. 

It was in debt instead. 

The Free Ice and Sick Diet Circle 
of the King’s Daughters had no 
money. 

And at that very moment the sev- 
enteen pure milk stations maintained 
by the St. Louis Pure Milk Commis- 
sion in various crowded sections of 
the city were filled to the doors with 
a piteous army of tenement mothers 
entreating help for their imperiled 
babies. 

Never before in the history of the 
Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and Free 
Ice Fund, of the st. Louis Pure Milk 
Commission, or of the Free Ice and Sick 
Diet Circle of the King’s Daughters 
had a situation so ominous to the 
tenement babies been confronted. 

It was at this moment that the Post- 
Dispatch, establishing the Pure Milk 
League, voiced a special and urgent 
appeal to the children of St. Louis. 

How the Children Won the Fight. 

And it was from this moment on- 
Ward that the children of St. Louis 
responded so effectively that the full- 
est hel» needed was stcadily extended. 

All bills for milk and ice were paid 
as they became due. 

Every pure milk station was kept 
open and running to its fullest capacity. 

Not one tenement mother was. de- 
nied the pure milk necessary to the 
saving of her baby’s life. 

And the daily distribution of. free ice 
to these tenement mothers and to the 
sick poor was made on a larger scale 
than ever before. 

The children of St. Louis raised the 
money necessary to pay the entire cost 
“f this splendid life-saving service in 
the tenement districts. 

They raised the money by giving their 
own juvenile performances of Iftle fairy 
tale plays, by presenting pretty vaude- 
ville programs of childish dancing and 
singing, by conducting lawn carnivals. 
by the sale of lemonade and other re- 
freshments at litile street stands, and 
by many other good means of their 
own devising. 

They were indomitable in helpfulness 

They worked night and day. 

Always there was a steady procession 
of League children coming down to the 
Post-Dispatch to pay into the Pure Milk 
Fund the money of their raising.

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MR. TAFT’S MEXICAN VIEWS. 

It was quite a tribute,to President Wilson that 
ex-President Taft, in his interesting speeech on 
peace Sunday, was able to commend in the main 
Mr.. Wilson’s Mexican policy. 

The only criticism of the Government’s conduct 
in the Mexican trouble offered by Mr. Taft con- 
cerned our attitude towards the Constitutional- 
ists. The ex-President thought the President had 
increased our responsibilities in Mexico by favor- 
iug the Carranza-Villz cause. Yet, in his views 
on the method of procedure which would involve 
the least cost of life, treasure and labor, Mr. Taft 
plainly approved the method adopted by th2 Presi- 
dent. The. yery conditions which he pointed out 
would make our task easier are those created by 
the successes of the Carrancistas. Instead of 
having to fight united Mexico, we have only to 
permit or assist the Constitutionalists to elimi- 
nate Huerta and undertake the task of pacifying 
the country. 

Mr. Taft unqualifiedly commended the effort to 
solve the problem by mediation and the Presi- 
dent’s declaration that whatever we have to do, 
we will intervene “in the service of mankind.” He 
approved the blockade of seaports as the wisest 
possible course. 

Mr. Taft suggested, of course, the possibility 
that the Constitutionalists may be unequal to the 
job of bringing about peace and orderly govern- 
ment, and that all of our efforts to avoid further 
military and naval operations may fail, but we 
are in the stronger position by reason of the sac- 
rifices we are making and the:patience we are ex- 
ercising in behalf of peace. 

Mr. Taft’s utterances fairly represent the judg- 
ment of intelligent and unprejudiced men in this 
country and abroad. . Undoubtedly the future will 
justify every effort the President has made to 
avoid costly war in Mexico Events will prove 
the wisdom of his patient course. 
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COSTLY PARK SANDWICH.

Percy MacKaye, after the pageant is over, will 
urge on Congress its duty to acquire the Cahokia 
Mound as a national park. <A public reservation 
should most decidedly be made of this great 
wonder and the land by which it is immediately 
surrounded. We shall be glad to have this new 
impetus for the movement. So long as the 
object is attained, it does not matter whether 
the City of East St. Louis, the County of St. 
Clair, the State of Illinois or the Federal Govy- 
ernment assumes control of it. 
Unfortunately, when there is a chance to get 
money from Congress for a project of this sort, 
those on whom a more, immediate obligation to 
dv something rests often relax interest and ef: 
fort. And it happens that it may be an in®- 
portune time just now to appeal to Congress in 
behalf of such an undertaking. Several projects 
for scenic parks in the West which have been 
urged for years havwe encountered stubborn op- 
position in Washington. - Congress refuses even 
to create a Bureau of National Parks to give 
proper protection to:national reservations already 
created. 
Organizations of public spirited citizens have 
given great aid in promoting worthy plans of 
this sort. A Cahokia Mound Park Association 
which would raise a part of the needed funds 
and use its influence to obtain the rest from 
city or county or state or Federal authorities— 
er all four—would mmke success almost certain. 
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Gen. Coxey, whofis nearing the grass of the 
Capitol lawn with htis army reduced to six men, 
seems to march as well asehe ever did, but is 
not showing his old form as a recruiting agent. 
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CARELESS SHIPMENT OF MILE. 

Everyone who travels much on suburban trains 
knows that milk is shipped in to St. Louis in 
baggage cars without ice, even in the hottest 
weather. But this is not all. Milk from a dis- 
tance, produced on branch lines, stands in the 
cans on platfonm trucks, after being taken from 
the branch linertrain, until the through train for 
the city comes along. The sun beats down upon 
it,.and:the through train may be an hour or more 
late. In addiltion to this, it is the custom with 
some country milk producers to leave milk cans 
standing on platforms erected at the junction of 
cross-roads. If full, this delay does the milk no 
good. If empty, the hot sun bakes the cans and 
makes their thorough cleaning very difficult. 
The State Board of Health should investigate 
these conditions. Pasteurizing milk spoiled in 
transit is neither scientific nor safe.

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BRITAIN’S BIG LABOR UNION. 

In a great trade-union combination of 1,350,000 
embers, comprising the miners, railway men 
and transport workers, England will face a force, 
political and industrial, that it will have to reckon 
with. If the three organizations, under the pro- 
posed agreement, were to work together in sup- 
port of the Labor party in Parliament, they would 
represent a formidable alliance with the possi- 
bility some day of seizing the balance of power 
between the Liberals and Unionists. On the 
other hand as a national trade-union organiza- 
tion, upholding in common the demands of one 
section or all, this great body of workers might 
in ordinary circumstances prove irresistable. 

In the last few years England has had its min- 
ers’ strike, its railway men’s strike and its dock 
workers’ strike. But in each case only one class 
of workers was on strike. When the dock work- 
ers went on strike the railways were still kept 
in operation and when the miners forced the 
colliers to shut down the railways were open 
to traffic. Only one part of the industrial body 
was paralyzed at a time. 

There is nothing as yet to show that the new 
British trade-union combination proposes to ex- 
ercise force against the employers, but its mere 
existence will be a threat not to be ignored. If 
it holds together and all parts co-operate loyally 
and can stand the physical strain put upon sev- 
eral industrial interests, it will be a tremendous 
force to confront in time of social unrest. It 
cannot be ignored and it will be heard. 

The dangtr of such a huge organization lies in 
the abuse of its powers. In matters of legislation 
it will be entitled to respectful attention, irre- 
spective of its partisan relations, if merely be- 
cause of its numerical strength. But unless so- 
berly led, it will be. apt to take on a form of 
tyranny over industry as a whole which cannot 
live without fuel and transportation. It might 
starve England into submission, but its members 
in the end would certainly be the chief sufferers 
if they trampled on the rights of employers and 
in their heedless greed ruined the mining, railway 
and shipping industries from which they drew 
their daily bread by labor. 
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A prairie dog fund delayed progress in the 
Senate the other day, but with results far less 
serious than when yellow dog funds used to cause 
delays. 

PENURY AND PANTS. 

The penury of riches whines a protest against 
the extravagance of poverty in a letter to the 
Post-Dispatch signed “‘Westmoreland Place.” He 
complains that the poor are not good economizers 
“because they are not possessed of enough com- 
mon sense to utilize their talents to advantage.” 
And the wise and wealthy Poor Richard, vouch- 
safes: 

For example, a large size potato sack (‘cost 

7 cents) cut down the center lengthwise and 

the edges sewed together make a strong, ser- 

viceable pair of trousers. Yet, such id2zas as 
these are overlooked in the business of 
spreading discontent. I sometimes wish that 

I were poor, in order that I might put to 

shame those who rant at the wealthy wetter 

class as idlers. They themselves are the real 
idlers, when there is so much they could do to 
economize, as shown above. 

It is true that some poor men are poor because 
they have rich men’s habits, and some rich men 
are rich because they have poor men’s habits. By 
the same token there is no pauper so destitute as 
the poor rich man with a talent for skimping, 
whose meannesses have made his money, and 
whose money made him mean. Some people 
are evidently living for no other purpose than to 
see how cheaply the thing can be done. Others 
are not content to exist on earth just to see how 
much they can do without. What a beggarish 
philosophy is that which could conceive gunny 
sack pants for the poor! .-Who but the squalid 
and niggardly rich would wear them?

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VICE-PRESIDENTIAL LONGEVITY. 

Levi P. Morton has just celebrated his nine- 
tieth birthday. Another surviving former Vice- 
President, Adlai Stevenson, is reported to be 
undergoing medical’ treatment at Chicago, but 
has already reached 89. 

J. C. Breckenridge was only 54, J. S. Sherman 
57 and G. A. Hobart 55 when they died, but in 
general while the cares of the presidency un- 
doubtedly shorten the life of its incumbents those 
destined for the vice-presidency seem tolerably 
certain to reach a ripe old age. Hannibal Ham- 
lin was 82 when he died, Henry Wilson, T. A. 
Hendricks, Schuyler Colfax and William R. King 
were all well above 60. George M. Dallas was 
72, R. M. Johnson 70 and J. C. Calhoun only a 
little less than 70. 

Chester A. Arthur was only 56, but the weight 
of the presidency had descended on him. Even 
the stress of the chief office has not always 
availed to lessen the span of those to whom the 
vice-presidency has once given its benign mo- 
mentum toward longevity. Van Buren lived to 
be 80, Tyler to be 72, Fillmore to be 74. Broken- 
hearted Andy Johnson survived attempted im- 
peachment until he was 67. Of our four living 
ex-Vice-Presidents, Mr. Fairbanks is now 62 and 
Thomas R. Marshall, who will one day be an 
ex-Vice-President, is 60. 

Mr. Roosevelt is 56. If he livés to be no older 
than Mr. Morton he has still 34 more years—six 
presidential campaigns—in which to discover new 
rivers and eléct himself to a third term.
